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sediment. At best such a sample indicates that TPH is present. In such a situation, soil samples
provide a more accurate indication of the amount and nature of residual petroleum constituents,

and the soil samples taken Eonclusively indicate a highly aged and weathered release.

II. .' SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS

» . .

1. Corrective action should be taken if necessary to protect human health, safety,
and the er;:/ironment, or to restore or protect current or probable future ’beneﬁéial uses of water.

2. A soil and water investigatipn should be conducted if (1) there is evidence that
surface or groundwater has been or may be affected by an unauthorized release, (2) free product
is found at the site where the release occurred or in the surrounding area, (3) there is evidence
that contaminated soils are or may be in contact with surface or groundwater, or (4) an increased
risk of fire or explosion exis;ts.

3. Residual petroleum constituents have significantly degraded at the petitioners’
Site, are not in contact_'with' any surface or groundwatér, and do not pose a threat to human health,
safety, or the environment, or to current or probable future beneficial uses of water.

4. No free product is present at the site.

5. Therefore, an additional soil and water investigation is not necessary.

| IV. ORDER

ITIS TI-‘IERE‘FORE ORDERED that petitioners’ case be closed, and no further
action related to the release be required. The UST Cleanup Fund Manager is directed to issue.
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petitioners a uniform closure letter pursuant to Health and Safety Code section 25299.37,

subdivision (h).
